. ARMY OF ITALY. 


ROME IS FSEE! 


The peaple have refumed their rights of fovercignty, 
by proclaiming their independence—by giving to them 
felves the government of ancient Rome,and by conititut- 
ing the Romana Republic. 

‘The following are fome of the details refpecting this 
memorable event: On the 27th Pluviofe (Feb. 15,) 
the people repaired in great crowds to the place Cama 
Varino. It was there that with fhouts they proclaimed 
their liberty, and that the Roman Republic was refuf- 
citated by an a& figned by fevera! thoufands of the citi- 
zens. ‘Jhe T'ree of Liberty was afterwards planted 
before the Capitol, and in feveral of the public places. 
At noon a deputation from the people, bearing the 
colours of the Roman Republic, went to find the ge- 
neral in Chief, Berthier, in the French camp, under 
the walls of Rome, and prefented to him the withes of 
‘the Roman people, and alfo their provifional govern- 
ment. ‘The Commander in Chief after having receiv- 
ed the deputation, proceeded immediately to the Ca. 
pitol. He arrived there, preceeded by the mufic and 
by the grenadiers of his army, and followed by his Etat- 
Major, with one hundred horfemen from eveiy regi- 
meat of cavalry. ‘i he procefion pafled throvgh the 
city, in the midft of an immenfe crowd of people, 
who were electrified by the moft holy enthufiafm. 

The General pronounced, at the Capitol, the fol- 
lowing difcourfe : 

“Manes of Cato, of Pompey, of Brutus, of Ci- 
cero, and of Hortenfius! Receive the homage of free 
Frenchmen, in that capitol where you have fo often 
defended the rights of the people, and reflected a Juf- 
tre on the Roman Republic! The defcendants of tie 
Gauls enter this auguft place, vearing the olive of 
peace in their hands, to re-eftablifh the altars of liberty, 
erected by the firlt of the Brutus’s, And you, Ro- 
man people! who are about to refame your Jegitimate 
right, recolle& the blood which runs in your veins— 
regard the monuments of glory by which you are far- 
rounded—refcue your ancient grandeur, and the vir- 
tues of your anceffors.”’ 

The procefhon afterwards moved onward, amidft re- 
peated acclamations of * Succefs to Liberty !—Long 
live the French and Roman Republics !””—made the 
tour of the place, and pafled again through the city 
to return to camp, accompanied every where with cries 
of joy and gratitude. In fine, the revolution is effect- 
edin Rome. The altars of liberty ave been raifed 
in the capitol. Five confuls are there invefted with the 
Executive Power. The other members of the provi- 
fiona! government are iaflalled in the place of the papal 
government. Perfons and property are every where 
refpected, and every where blefs the pradent demean- 
or of our troops, We here tranfcribe the difpatch by 
which general Berthier informs the Direétory of this 
new fuccefs:  _. 

“« Head-quarters at the Capitol, 
27 Pluvoife (Feb. 15. 

“Citizens Direftors—The French army has been at 
the capitol to render homage to the gieat men of the 
faireft times of Rome. ‘The Roman people have de- 
clared their refumption of thofe rights which had been 
ufurped from them—have demanded from me the pro- 
tection of the French Republic—and Reme is FREE. 
Health and refpect ! 

(Signed) “ ALEX. BERTHIER.”

In that cafe, it 
is likely to arrive at its deftination without any engage- 
ment. © . is even defirable that it fhould not fall in 
with any of the enemy’s fleets, in order that it may af- 
filt in forming, without delay, a combined fleet, which 
may fecure to the two allied powers the exclufive pof- 
fefhon*of the Mediterranean, to enable them to at- 
tempt fome great enterprife out of that fea.

Oa Monday tte Houle of Reprefentatives of 
the United States went into a committee of the

Several petitions and refolutions were prefented 
from the fates of New-Jerley, Virginia and 
Maffuchufetts, againft the arming of merchants 
veffels, and generally againft any meafures which 
may lead to war. iP 

And on Tuefday, the Houfe of Reprefentatives 
went into a committee of the whole on the ftate 
of the Union, en the bill to enable the Prefident 
to procure cannon, arms and ammanition, and for 
vther purpofes; when, af:er contiderable debate 
(a fketch of which, with the other proceedings of 
the fisting, will be given in a future paper) the 
blank comtaning the {um for the purchafe of can- 
non, finall arms, ammefnition and mulitary ftores, 
was filled with eight hundred theufand dollars, 
and that for the hire, parchafe and employ of 
foundries and armories, withone hundred thoula 
dollars.

BRITISH AMITY. 

The fhip Hope, capt. Farrier, belonging to Mr. 
Claufon, of this city, in her homeward paflage 
from Batavia, (Eaft-India) richly laden, was taken 
by a Britifh man of war and carried into the Cape of 
Good Hope, where fhe was libelled, and the capt- 
waiting for trial, oa the oth Peb.—By an arrival 
at Philadelphia we learn, that the cargo had been 
condemned, and the veflel acquitted. 

Accounts frem the Cape of Good Hope, of the 
15th of November laft ttate, that the Englifh ar- 
iny was then encamped within five miles of the 
city, and that feveral American inhabitants who had 
refufed to fwear allegiance to George the Third, 
had been feut to Bataviae The Enghith foldiers 
were deferting in great numbers to the interior of 
the country, where they were protected by the 
Dutch. 

Captain Newton arsived at Charleften was infor- 
med in Tortola, by the capt. of the Britith frigate 
L’Amiable, that an American fhip armed with 20 
guns, had fallen in with a French privateer of 16 
guns, belonging to Port Rico, to the windward of 
Anagada; that an wm oreo took place between 
them, in confequence of the ptivateer’s attempt to 
tuke the fhip; after a ferious action, in which the 
privateer was confiderably damaged, the ftruck to 
the fhip, but the captain took no further notice of 
her, than to tell him he was no enemy, and thet 
he had defended his property as he had a right to 
do, and then purfued bis courfe. The names of the 
veilels were not mentivaed. 

The zra fo long looked for (fays.a London paper) 
and which has for ages been the fubjeét of the prayers 
of all proteftants, has at laft arrived—the deftrustion 
of the Papal tyranny—an event that will.be folowed 
by the fall of all fimilar ufnrpations over the confci- 
ences of men, wherever they may be found. The ar- 
rival of the French troops at Rome has been fignalized 
by the overthrow of the feeble government of the Pope 
and the eftablifhment of a republic. . Five confuls have 
been appointed as the executive power, and the other 
members of the provifional government have been in(tal- 
led in the Papal palace. Perhaps the enthufiafm which 
the revolution muft excite upon the facred foil of an- 
cient liberty, will diftinguifh the inftitutions of the re- 
vived Roman republic with the names and officers 
which flourifhed in its better days. Inftead of primary 
affemblies we fhall probably hear of the Comitia, and 
Confils inftead of an Executive Directory. The 
modern Romans may thes eflablhh eadom magiffra- 
tuum vocabular, but it remains to be feen with what 
fpirit the Roman inftitutions are fupported, and with 
what dignity the men who have fo recently efcayed from 
the ecclefiaftical yoke will maintain the liberty they have 
reclaimed. 

The affairs of Switzerland are ftill undecided. The 
minifter of the French republic has publifhed two notes, 
with a view of quieting the anxieties of the Swifs, on 
the fubje& the pretenfions of the Diredory. 
Thefe notes, the one of the 13th and the other 
of the 18th of February ftate, that the military mea- 
fures of the French are holtile only to thofe who 
are corrupted by the gold of England—That the 
French government hes no defign to invade Switzer- 
Jand, but merely withes to fubititute in the room of 
the exiiting conititution one purely democratic, for 
the exprefs end that the Helvetic government may 
be more conformable to that of the French and Cif- 
alpine republi¢s.
